Dumbing down 
maternity fears

CAMPAIGNERS from Honiton who are fighting 
proposed NHS Devon changes to the maternity unit 
at Honiton Community Hospital gathered outside 
Devon County Council headquarters in Exeter on 
Thursday as a meeting of the Devon health scrutiny 
committee was taking place inside. 

The meeting discussed the development of future 
midwifery services by NHS Devon and presentations were 
made by Jenny Mcneill, assistant director of strategic 
development for NHS Devon, Tracey Reeves, head of 
midwifery and deputy director of nursing for the Royal 
Devon and Exeter Foundation Trust and Val Beale, local 
supervising authority midwifery officer for NHS South 
West. 

Dozens of parents and parents-to-be attended the 
meeting and a small protest took place outside before 
official proceedings started. Campaigners also handed 
over a dossier to county councillors. The six page dossier 
contains the views and concerns of local people. 

As the meeting progressed scrutiny councillors 
expressed concerns over NHS Devon plans to end 
overnight stays at Honiton maternity unit. 

Tania Needham, branch co-ordinator of the Exeter and 
East Devon National Childbirth Trust and a member of the 
campaign group, said she was pleased with how the 
meeting went. 

Speaking to Pulman’s View she said: “It is vital that 
mums in the future should be able to enjoy the high quality 
service enjoyed by mums in the past. Efforts should be 
made to achieve the high standards available at Honiton — 
especially with regard to breast-feeding rates — 
throughout the rest of Devon. 

“What I fear in the NHS Devon proposals is a dumbing 
down at Honiton, Okehampton and Tiverton and a 
reduction in breast-feeding rates at those hospitals. 

“That and reducing choice for our mums, would be 
unacceptable. I am deligthed that the health scrutiny 
committee members recognised that. NHS Devon must 
take that message on board.” 



A spokesman for NHS Devon said: “NHS Devon today 
(Thursday) published detailed proposals to change the way 
community maternity services are organised in parts of the 
county. 

“The proposals, which aim to improve maternity services 
in mid, east and west Devon, were discussed at Devon 
County Council’s health overview and scrutiny committee. 

“It is the first time health chiefs have revealed the 
proposals in full and signals the beginning of a three- 
month public discussion of the plans. 

“Last year about 370 babies were born at community 
hospitals in Tiverton, Honiton and Okehampton. A total of 
65 women gave birth at home and NHS chiefs want to 
increase this number. 


“Under the proposals, women would return home the 
same day after normal deliveries. But there would be a 
greater emphasis on increasing deliveries at local 
community hospitals and in women’s homes, and more 
support for breastfeeding. 

“The proposals would reduce midwives’ caseloads so 
that they have more time to spend with mothers, 
particularly those who are vulnerable.” 

As revealed in the Pulman’s View, NHS Devon has 
confirmed that it will be attending a public meeting in 
Honiton on Saturday, June 26th, to discuss the future of the 
town’s maternity unit. 

The public meeting will be held at the Royal British 
Legion Hall, Dowell Street, from 10.30am.

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Small town hit 
by mini crime 
spree in May

COLYTON was the scene of a 
mini crime spree in May as police 
figures show that 11 offences 
were carried out in the town and 
surrounding area. 

A total of 16 incidents were 
recorded across the Seaton rural beat, 
an increase of 14 percent compared to 
the figures for May 2009. 

On Tuesday, May 4th, petrol was 
siphoned from a car parked in Elm 
Farm Lane, Colyford. 

Sometime between Wednesday, 
May 5th, and Friday, May 7th, 
scaffolding was stolen from a depot in 
Colyford. 

Alcohol was stolen from a shed in 
Station Road, Colyton, on Thursday, 
May 6th. 

Police were called to reports of an 
assault in Courtenay Drive, Colyton, 
on Friday, May 7th. Police have said 
that the offender was dealt with by 
way of restorative justice. 

Overnight between Friday, May 
14th, and Saturday, May 15th, diesel 
was stolen from the tannery, Market 
Place, Colyton. A 23-year-old man 
and a 16-year-old man have been 
arrested for the offence. Police say 


the youth has received a reprimand 
and that the adult is currently on 
police bail. 

A brick was thrown through a 
window of a vehicle parked in 
Fairview Lane, Colyford, on Sunday, 
May 16th. 

Between Tuesday, May 18th, and 
Thursday, May 20th, money was 
stolen from the wishing well situated 
at Station Road. 

On Wednesday, May 19th, a car 
parked at Colyton Grammar School 
was broken into and a quantity of 
cash was stolen. 

A car parked in the Grove Hill area 
of Colyton had a panel scratched 
sometime between Monday, May 
24th, and Wednesday, May 26th.

On Wednesday, May 26th, a man 
from Bristol was dealt with after 
damaging a car at a property in Beer. 

Two crimes were committed in 
Branscombe in May. A lawn mower, 
chainsaw and hedge trimmer were 
stolen from a farm building in the 
village sometime between Saturday, 
May 15th, and Monday, May 17th. 

At about 4am on Wednesday, May 
26th, offenders broke into the 
reception area at Oakdown caravan 
park and stole a safe. Police say the 
offenders were disturbed at the scene 
and made off in a white Audi A4. 

No offences were reported in 
Axmouth, Farway, Northleigh, 
Rousdon and Combpyne or 
Southleigh. 

A spokesman for Seaton police 
said: “The May crime figures 
continue to be below the long term 
average which is 20 crimes. If you 
have any information on any of the 
crimes please get in touch with 
Seaton police.”

Boost to farmers in 
MP maiden speech 


PARISH HIGHLIGHTS LOCAL MATTERS CLOSE 
TO HIS HEART IN FIRST SPEECH IN COMMONS

THE new Tory MP for the 
Tiverton and Honiton 
constituency, Neil Parish, has 
delivered his first speech since 
being elected to the House of 
Commons. 

Mr Parish is a former member of the 
European Parliament and was elected 
as MP for the Tiverton and Honiton 
constituency after Angela Browning 
stepped down from the role before the 
May 6th general election. 

At the general election Mr Parish 
secured his seat with a 9,300 cushion 
and amassed 27,614 votes. 

Speaking during the Department of 
the Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs debate Mr Parish thanked his 
predecessor, Mrs Browning, and paid 
tribue to his wife. Sue. 

He said: “It is a great pleasure to 
have the duty of thanking Angela 
Browning, retiring member for 
Tiverton and Honiton. I can say with 
great genuine affection that she was a 
great supporter and a great help. 

“My wife, Sue, has put up with me 
for almost 30 years, but I also thank 
her for helping me through my 
political career, and I hope that will 
continue.” 


He also highlighted causes that are 
close to his heart and raised issues 
that affect his constituency. 

Speaking about Seaton and the 
proposed Tesco development he said: 
“It [Seaton] is now a beautiful seaside 
town, but it suffers from having a 
proposed Tesco supermarket on its 
outskirts. 

“We are rather fearful that it [Tesco] 
may dominate too much of Seaton 
and destroy some of our local shops.” 

Mr Parish also highlighted 
Axminster in his speech and said: “As 
we walk around the corridors of this 
house, we think of Axminster and its 
famous carpets, because many carpets 
in this house were manufactured 
there. In fact, replacement new 
carpets for the house are still 
manufactured in the town, and I have 
seen them being made.” 

And, in what could be viewed as a 
boost to local farmers, Mr Parish 
added: “My view is that the rising 
world population means that we need 
food in areas where we can produce it. 

“In Devon, we have the rolling hills, 
the beautiful water and the right 
climate to grow excellent grass and 
produce good milk, good beef and 
good lamb. 

“We should make sure that the 
whole country eats, not just Devon.”

No churnalism 

THERE is a relatively new word within the 
newspaper industry called churnalism. 

It describes a situation of staffing levels cut to the bone 
and reporters, chained to a desk, churning out stories 
based on press releases. 

I’m sure it is true in some cases, and we do make use of 
press releases at Pulman’s View. 

But we also try to get out and about as often as possible. 

A case in point is my recent sortie to Sidmouth. 

Half a day at the seaside in June doesn’t sound bad, but 
I hadn’t been despatched to pen an article on this year’s 
swimwear fashion among female Baywatch wannabees. 

Instead I had been sent to cover the meeting of East 
Devon District Council’s (EDDC) Development 
Management Committee meeting, which was to decide 
on applications relating to the gypsy caravan site at 
Hawkchurch. 

This is a controversial issue, which was confirmed by 
the presence of a television van outside council 
headquarters. 

There were two applications in total: one to remove 
planning conditions to allow year-round occupation of 
some existing pitches; and one for permission to 
construct five new transit pitches and assoicated features. 

Planners had recommended approval for both, but their 
department had received 78 letters of objection to the first 
proposal and 99 to the second one. 

The 90-minute-plus debate was reminiscent of a 
criminal trial, the planning team acting as the defence of 
the applications, and the numerous objectors as the 
prosecution. 

Members of the Development Management Committee 
played the role of the jury and delivered overwhelming 
majority verdicts in favour of both applications. 

As soon as committee members started to debate, it 
became obvious that most were in favour of the 
applications. 

I couldn’t help but get a feeling that the applications 
would have been backed even if the on-site installation 
and operation of a leaking, second-hand Ukrainian 
nuclear reactor had been included. 

What seems to have upset many objectors is that the 
applicants had breached a seasonal-use only condition for 
some pitches with impunity. 

Instead of receiving a letter threatening robust 
enforcement action, the applicants had been invited to a 
meeting with EDDC to discuss site expansions and the 
preparation of an application to get rid of the seasonal- 
use only condition. 

These talks also led to EDDC applying for a grant of 
almost £800,000 towards the proposed transit site 
through the Homes and Communities Agency. 

The intention was that EDDC would take a lease on the 
land for the transit site and be in control of things like 
management and lettings policy, thereby preventing 
planning condition breaches. 

District councillor John Jeffery is not a member of the 
Development Management Committee, but spoke in his 
capacity as ward member. 

Councillor Jefferey doesn’t do jargon and you are 
unlikely to hear words like “stakeholders”, “partnership 
working”, “sustainability” and such when he speaks. 

He went straight to the point and said the applicants as 
well as EDDC had failed to adhere to the attached 
conditions, the latter by not acting when concerns about 
planning breaches had been raised. 

He finished off by saying he was unable to support any 
further expansion of the site. 

It was explained to him that some breaches had been 
addressed, and the one relating to seasonal use was dealt 
with through the application put before the committee. 

As I’ve already said, both applications were successful 
— but there has been a twist since. 

The Homes and Communities Agency grants scheme 
has been scrapped by the coalition government, which 
means EDDC won’t manage the new transit site after all. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “Conditions relating to 
the management of the site imposed with the planning 
consent will be carefully monitored.” 

It remains to be seen if the objectors find that promise 
reassuring or not. 
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Transition bid 

A PROSPECTIVE east Devon 
MP is attempting to set up a 
transition group in her local 
village. 

Sharon Pavey, the Green Party 
candidate, of Upottery, is interested 
in hearing from anyone who would 
like to start a transition group in 
Upottery and the surrounding area. 

She said: “All of our communities 
are facing rising pressures due to the 
challenges of fossil fuel depletion 
and global warming. There are 
however, community-led responses, 
exciting transition initiatives, 
happening all over the world, and the 
parish of Upottery could be next. 

“Transition is the process we have 
to embark on to shift our 
communities away from our current 
high C02 emitting and fossil fuel 
addicted ways of living and being. It 
starts with a small initial group 
within a community, then builds into 
a broad coalition of people within the 
area.”

Farm family 
Bonds with 
iced venture 


A FAMILY business on the 
outskirts of Honiton will be 
hoping for a heatwave more than 
most people this summer. 

The Bond family are based at Aplin 
Farm, Monkton and have just 
branched out from traditional farming 
methods — now creating luxury 
handmade ice cream, sorbets and 
frozen yogurts. 

Gill Bond said: “The whole project 
started just over a year ago when we 
went to Italy for the World Ice Cream 
Show. I guess that is when the idea 
that we could make and sell our own 
ice cream first came into our heads 
and we gathered a lot of information 
from the show. 

“From there we started the business 
in January this year and we have been 
selling to the public now since April.” 

The company, which has been 
trading for a little over three months, 
has named themselves Otter Valley 
Dairy. They tested their products at 
this year’s Devon County Show where 
they received some very positive 
feedback from customers and county 
show judges - their ice cream scooped 
first prize in the fruit flavour category. 

Gill added: “The county show went 
really well for us and we got a lot of 
follow up business from it which is 
always good. Our products are out in 
a few shops and we have our own stall 


here at the farm.” 

The farm can be found on the A30 
heading through Monkton. Free 
parking is provided and there is also 
an area to sit and enjoy an ice cream, 
sorbet or frozen yogurt whilst taking 
in the stunning views that surround 
the farm. The ice cream stall is open 
Tuesday to Sunday from 12noon until 
6pm. 

Rebecca Bond said: “I guess what 
makes our products unique is that we 
are surrounded by the beautiful 
countryside, all our ingredients are 
local and all our products are hand¬ 
made on the family farm. 

“We use the highest quality 
ingredients. The milk in our ice cream 
comes from our own cows here on the 
farm and obviously we know what all 
our cows are eating so that gives us 
much more control over our ice 
cream, sorbets and frozen yogurts.” 

Jessica added: “Our products really 
do go from cow to cone in just a few 
hours.” 

After their success at the Devon 
County Show the family are now 
planning to show their products at 
Honiton Show, the North Devon 
Show and the Mid Devon Show. 

Gill added: “There has been a lot of 
support from the locals already and 
people have been getting behind us 
which is really great.” 


THE owner of a derelict 
Axminster building has praised 
East Devon District Council and 
Axminster Chamber of 
Commerce for assistance given.

Mr Hiscocks summed up the 
current situation by telling Pulman’s 
View: “On the progress front we have 
a number of ideas on how the site 
might eventually look but we‘ve not 
yet formally put pen to paper. 

“Timing of the development is 
influenced by so many factors other 
than the general economy including 
the projected future levels of 
population/housing growth for the 
town and the prospects of a buyer 
being found for The George Hotel to 
name just two. 

“Once we have secured an anchor 
tenant around whom we can provide 
a range of retail units and residential 
properties progress will be swift. 

“I must stress that the support from 
EDDC and the local chamber of 
commerce has been greatly 
appreciated and with the continued 
assistance will help make the 
proposed scheme a success.”

It was in that area 
where many of the early plane 
manufacturers had been based and 
had led to his enthusiasm for the 
subject. These were still the early 
days of design and not all aircraft had 
unblemished records — hence the 
title. 

The Princess flying boats were built 


ON Wednesday afternoon, May

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MOTORISTS across Pulman’s Country are being 
urged to leave their keys behind this summer if they 
are planning to have a drink. 

Devon and Cornwall Police have launched their annual 
summer clampdown on motorists who drive whilst under 
the influence of drink or drugs. 

Officers are also warning motorists who drive the 
morning after, especially those who have been watching 
World Cup games on TV. 

Inspector Richard Pryce, of Devon and Cornwall’s road 
policing unit, said: “Although we are highlighting this 
summer’s campaign, we are proactively seeking out drink 
and drug drivers throughout the year. 

“We know the fine weather and the World Cup could 
lead to people having a drink and chancing the drive home. 
I would plead with anyone thinking of this to see sense and 
not put lives at risk. 

“As well as endangering other road users, someone 
caught out drink driving faces losing their licence and 
subsequently their livelihood as well as facing the social 
stigma that a drink drive ban brings.” 

Police say they will be carrying out high profile checks 
across the force area throughout June. The majority of 
road side checks will take place during the evenings and 
early mornings. 

Mr Pryce added: “I would always urge people to plan 
ahead and think about the next day before they embark on 
drinking large amounts of alcohol. 

“Alcohol can remain in the system for a long time after 
you have had your last drink, something many of those 
who drive the morning after don’t count on or realise. 

“If anyone is working the morning after or driving early, 
please drink responsibly the day before, if at all, and be 
aware of the perils of driving the morning after. 

“The message to all motorists is very clear. Have fun, 
drink if you want too, but don’t drive. If you do, you will 
be caught and face a life changing ban.”

You can see 
the sea bed 

YESTERDAY, just in case you missed it, was 
designated as World Oceans Day. To mark the 
occasion a seabed map, the first in the UK, has 
now been made available to the public via Google 
Earth, making it possible to see the sea floor, 
including reefs, wrecks and rocky ledges. 

The area covered is from Abbotsbury to Swanage and 
will allow divers, conservationist and marine planners 
to see exactly what is located on the ocean floor. Known 
as the Doris project (Dorset Integrated Seabed study), it 
has been undertaken by Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWT), 
the Maritime and Coastguard Agency and Channel 
Coastal Observatory, with a biodiversity grant of 
£300,000 from Viridor Credits Environmental 
Company, through the Landfill Communities Fund. 

The map will be used to update navigation charts and 
to provide information to coastal engineers, while DWT 
will use it to identify vulnerable seabed habitats. In 
addition, recreational divers can now choose an 
unexplored spot on the map, take GPS co-ordinates and 
head straight for it. It is also hoped that volunteer divers 
will continue with the surveying to help fill in more 
habitat information. It is hoped to continue the work 
over the next two years to extend the map to the western 
tip of the Isle of Wight in the east and to cover the 
whole of Lyme Bay in the west. 

You can see the Doris map in Google Earth at 
http://tinyurl.com/dorismap, with linked photos 
appearing as you zoom in. If any divers would like to 
help with the work of extending the seabed map they 
should contact DWT on 01305 264620. 

Jim Paice, the new Defra Minister, in announcing at 
the recent Devon County Show that he was prepared to 
instigate a cull of badgers in areas of the Westcountry, 
will doubtless have pleased the farming community 
and, at the same time, aroused the ire of the badger 
protagonists. Whether a cull is put in place is, I think, 
still debatable, especially as the first TB vaccine for 
badgers has now been licenced for use. Apparently 
Defra had intended to introduce the vaccine this 
summer as part of the Badger Vaccine Deployment 
Project and it was intended that it should be used in the 
six areas in England most affected by TB in cattle. 

The project, which came under the aegis of the former 
Environment Secretary “Veggie” Benn, would have 
involved trapping and vaccinating badgers over a five- 
year period in the worst affected areas and would have 
included Devon. The NFU, while supporting the work 
on the development of vaccines for bovine TB, believes 
that vaccination alone will not control or eradicate the 
disease and can be seen as only one part of a multi¬ 
faceted approach to the problem. 

Will the badger vaccine programme still go ahead? 
One thing is certain. It would be quite pointless and 
lead to total confusion if any attempt were made to 
combine vaccinating and also culling badgers. It is one 
thing or the other. Doubtless, we will learn the outcome 
in due course. 

Meanwhile, on the bird front May proved to be a very 
disappointing month for fresh and interesting arrivals 
on our coast, though a good number of red kites were 
seen, with single birds over Musbury and Colyton, 
while as many as 20 were spotted over the Lizard in 
Cornwall and Exmouth saw five kites in two days. One 
wonders when the first birds will nest in the 
Westcountry. Several cuckoos have been heard, which 
is encouraging, while reed warblers and sedge warblers 
appear to be in very good heart. 

Don’t forget that the temporary Biodiversity 
Exhibition at Seaton opened on June 3rd and will be 
available on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays from 
10am to 4pm. The Countryside Service would be 
grateful if anyone would ring them as often as they like 
with interesting wildlife sightings from the estuary and 
coast to make the exhibition as alive and up-to-date as 
possible. The number is 07734 568923.

Halls, churches and 
pubs as well as portaable buildings 
house these enterprises. Two 
examples of successful church 
projects are at St Leonards Yarpole in 
Herefordshire, and at Moggerhanger, 
near St Albans. 

Coming soon, on July 11th, is the 
day set aside in the church’s calendar 
to remember seafarers, their families 
and those that serve them. This is a 
joint effort of The Mission to Seafarer 
(Anglican), the Apostleship of the 
Sea (Roman Catholic) and the 
Sailors’ Society (free churches) to 
recognise the contributions of 
seafarers worldwide, and to pray for 
them.

W ALES enjoys a universal image as the Land of Song and 
nowhere has this been better represented than in the 
Rhondda Valley where more than 125 years ago the world 
I famous Treorchy Male Choir was formed. Following its inauspicious 
beginnings in a valley pub in 1883 the Choir developed into a national 
eisteddfod winner, culminating in a Royal Command Performance for 
_ Queen Victoria at Windsor Castle. 

The present Treorchy Male Choir was reformed on October 16,1946 
under the baton of John Haydn Davies who transformed the raw 
musical recruits into an international institution. They scaled the peaks 
of musical distinction by gaining a record eight National Eisteddfod 
wins, making a total of twenty-two first prizes out of twenty seven 
entries. The unique Treorchy Sound was heard worldwide as they 
made regular radio and television broadcasts, commercial recordings, 
two feature films and an overseas tour to Switzerland in 1963. 

Treorchy became the first male choir to venture into the uncharted 
territory of popular music and subsequently has made almost sixty 
commercial recordings, making it probably the most recorded in the 


world. In more recent years their radical attitude to music making 
included a ground-breaking album of music by Freddie Mercury, two 
recordings of music by Bob Marley and in complete contrast they 
became the first British choir to perform Sibelius’ Kullervo Symphony 
in Finnish. All proceeds from their latest CD, “The Liberation Hymn” is 
being donated to the Help for Heroes Campaign. 

The Choir has shared the stage with some of the world’s greatest 
entertainers. Television programmes with Sir Tom Jones, Ella 
Fitzgerald, Julie Andrews, Sir Harry Secombe and Burt Bacharach 
was only the beginning of their long association with major celebrities. 
They have appeared either on stage, screen or in the recording studio 
with Shirley Bassey, Gwyneth Jones, Michael Ball, Katherine Jenkins, 
Iris Williams, Max Boyce, Bryn Terfel, Ozzie Osbourne, Jon Bon Jovi, 
Cliff Richard, Andrea Bocelli, Russell Watson and II Divo. They have 
also enjoyed the distinct pleasure of performing at the Royal Variety 
Show and undertaking several Royal Command Performances for Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth II and the Royal Family. 

Since the early 1980s the Choir has undertaken an enviable number
